The crime wave in Madison County 

took a dive in 1993, and officials are tip- 
ping their hats to aggressive police work 
and tough.prosecution. 
_ The. declining crime figures contradict 
increasing felony charges filed in the 
county each of the last several years, but 
Madison County. State’s Attorney William 
Haine said the variation is a result of a 
cooperative relationship between prosecu- 
tors and police agencies. 

“One reason the number of crimes is 
dropping is the fact that the criminal ele- 
pent is finding itself behind bars,’’ Haine 
said. 

“We have record arrests, record felo- 
nies, record convictions and record over- 
crowding at the jail. 

“The police in this county are doing a 
tremendous job, and we offer them 
encouragement every chance we get.” 

Overall crime was down 10 percent in 
Madison County in 1993 from 1992. The 
biggest declines were in burglaries and 
thefts, according to the 1993 crime index 
released by the Illinois State Police, 
which compiles numbers from police and 
sheriff's departments throughout the 
state. 

“Tt’s not a crime wave out there,” 
Mark Von Nida, Haine’s administrative 
assistant, said. ‘‘People are relatively saf- 
er. The police are stomping out the crimi- 
nals. They are taking the war on drugs 
and the war on crimes to the criminals 
before some of these criminals get 
involved in more serious offenses.’’ 

__ The State Police statistics are based on 
index crimes, which are divided into vio- 


Senior citizens get more time to 


SPRINGFIELD — On its last in 
session TuSsam ys the Legis! ure 
approved extending the deadline for 
senior citizens applying for a property 
tax assessment freeze to Feb. 15 this 
year and July 1 in future years.

Juveniles getting 
more violent 


Juvenile-related crimes last year in 
Madison County weré on pace with 
1993, but the numbers are nothing to 
write home about. 

In 1994, county prosecutors filed 639 
delinquency petitions against juveniles 
—_one less than the number filed in 
1993, which was up 44 percent from the 
443 delinquency petitions filed in 1992. 

“We've had numerous discussions 
within this office, and it appears that 
delinquent minors have become more 
violent,”’ said Mark Von Nida, adminis- 
trative assistant to Madison County 
State’s Attorney William Haine. 

“Drugs and gang activity have invad- 
ed the lives of the younger generations, 
and it’s requiring the court system to

Emergency appeal issued 


Blood critically needed 


By Martin Richter 
Staff writer 


The American Red Cross 
issued an emergency appeal for 
blood donors nationwide on 
Wednesday, and officials said 
the St. Louls area was among 
the most critical in the country. 

Less than one day’s supply of 
blood’ was on hand Wednesday in 
the Missouri Illinois region. 

“Tt is urgent that donors 
respond by giving blood this 
week,” said Neil Basset, Red 
Cross principal officer “Hospital 
blood supplies have steadily 
decreased since the holidays and 
may not be able to meet 
emergency patient needs. 

“If more je do not give, 
surgeries will be postponed or 
canceled,"’ he said. 

The blood supply in the 
Missouri Illinois Blood Services 
Region on Wednesday was at 25 
percent of optimal for type Oo, 40 
percent for type B and 60 
percent for type A. To alleviate 


the situation, the Red Cross 
hopes to collect 6,800 donations 
by Saturday 

‘The region serves 116 hospitals 
in 80 eastern Missouri and 

Southern Illinois counties. 

Red Cross Communications 
Manager Sabrina Kalleberg said 
the combination of the holidays 
and icy winter weather have 
decreased local supplies to the 
emergency level. 

Kalleberg said 5,800 donations 
per week are needed to keep the 
supply up. 

Another aggravating factor is 
the fact that the emergency ~ 
appeal has been issued 
nationwide, she said. When that 
happens, local Red Cross 
chapters cannot ask those from 
other areas to help bolster their 
blood supply. 

At Anderson Hospital, Lab 
Director Darlene Cathon said 
Wednesday that the blood 
shortage had not caused any 
problems so far. 

“We have not been affected,” 


she said. ‘‘Our stock is just like 
it’s always been. Whatever 
we've requested, we've gotten.’” 

But Kalleberg said a problem 
might arise if there were a 
disaster in the area. | 

“It's a frightening situation 
when you feel like you can’t 
provide, if there is an 
emergency, enough blood to a 
hospital,”’ she said. ““You don’t 
want to get to the point where 
someone dies. because the blood 
is not there.”” 

In an effort to raise blood 
donations quickly, the Red Cross 
on Wednesday launched 
“America’s BloodLine,” a 
toll-free number through the 
AT&T network that immediately 
directs prospective blood donors 
to their local Red Cross. The

Armour, who may have to move from her 
current residence soon, agreed. She also 
mentioned that it is very difficult to find 
housing available to handicapped people. 

__ “Owners don’t understand what a person 
in a wheelchair has to go through to get 
around. It’s not that they can’t take care of 
a home, it's just harder. 

I do everything that a normal person can 
do, just about. I clean windows, dust, clean, 
mop, and I even paint. If something needs 
painted, I do it from my chair, or get down 
on the floor,’’ said Armour. 

For the short-term, Krainz and Armour 
are looking to volunteers and donations to 
hopefully provide immediate housing for the 
handicapped 

“What we’re looking for is a program like 
Christmas in April. I thought that if any 
not-for-profit organization could purchase a 
house in the 20 to 30,000-dollar range, maybe 


volunteers could provide labor and materials 
to make the house handicapped accessible. If 
we could get that, it could go over big,” said 


Krainz. > 

Krainz said the first step in the process is 
to identify any groups that would be willing 
to_donate any services. 

Next, Krainz said-a sponsor for the house, 
or Rousing, woud! be needed to select, seek 
and acquire the propert: 

Togeth ‘and A 
of churches, health organizations, realtors or 
any not-for-profit organizations as being the’ 
sponsor. 

Finally, an individual or a group would 
have to administer the housing. Krainz said 
that the project could possibly be turned 
over to the city, but since there are no 
details yet, he has not approached the city 
council 

“The real issue is-that there isn’t enough 
housing available to the handicapped. We're 
trying to address that in as short a time as 
possible,”’ said Krainz. 


Armour said a couple of realtors and some 


volunteers have expressed interest in the 
project, but more assistance is needed.

Salvation Army Lt. Tim Miller 
said the organization, which uses 
the Tree of Lights campaign to 
raise money to aid n ly 
families, fell about $11,000 short 
of its $200,000 goal for Southwest 
Madison County. fi 

The only area in the region to 
meet expectations was the 
Collinsville collection area, 
which took in $36,668 — slightly 
more than its $35,000 goal 

Most of the shortfall came in 
Edwardsville, Miller said:"The 
Salvation Army had hoped to 
collect $35,000 in the city, but 
was about $9,500 short. 


The Tri-City Region collection 
area, which includes Granite 
City and rural areas of the 
county, came in about $3,000 
short of its $130,000 goal. 

Despite the disappointing 
figures, Miller said the 
campaign was successful 

“We came up short of our 
goals, but we exceeded last _ 
year’s collection,” Miller said. 
“We couldn’t do as much as we 
had hoped, but we still made a 
positive impact in the county.” 

A total of about $189,000 was 
collected throughout the county, 
Miller said. The total is about 
$15,000 higher than the amount 
collected during the 1993 
Christmas season. 

Miller said the money 

rovided 1,642 area families with 

food baskets and toys. 1,906 gifts 
were distributed to nursing home 
residents and 421 articles of

It has been the experience of this office that 
there is a great deal of confusion regarding 
various legal matters. Certain legal myths have 
arisen over the years. This article will identify 
some of these misconceptions and set the 
record straight regarding what the law actually 
is in these areas. ° 

One common fallacy is that a contract must 
be notarized in order to be valid. This is certain- 
ly not true. The only purpose a notary serves is 
to identify the person who affixes his signature 
to a document. There is no requirement that 
the signatures to a contract be notarized in 
order to make the document enforceable. 

Another widely held belief is that if a person 
dies without a will in Illinois, all. his property 
will go to the sfate. The truth is that in this 
situation, one-ralt of his property will go to the 
surviving spouse and one-half will pass to his 
children. If he has no children, all the property 
will go to the surviving spouse. . : 

A third legal myth involves putting a notice 

in the newspaper that the husband will no 
tonger be responsible for any debts incurred by 
his wife. If the husband and wife have charge 
accounts in both names, the husband will con

tinue to be obligated for future purchases even 
if such a notice is published. The proper pro- 
cedure would be to write to the creditor and 
cancel the charge accounts. The Courts are un- 
willing to impose a duty on creditors to read 
notices. which are published in_ local 
newspapers. : 

Another fallacy is that you must leave at 
least one dollar to your children for a will to be 
valid. In fact, if the children are not mentioned 
in a will in Illinois, they receive nothing. 
Whereas a man cannot totally disinherit his 
spouse in this state, he can disinherit his 
children. There is no obligation to mention 
children in a will. 

There is also an area of confusion regarding 
terminating child support when the paying 
spouse loses his job. Many people believe that 
if there is a total loss of income In this situa- 
tion, this automatically ends one’s obligation 
to pay child support. ere is an obligation in 
this sitdation to return to Court and have a 
Judge authorize a decrease in child support. ff 
This does not happen automatically even if 
“there is a substantial change in cir- § 
cumstances.

Financial reports in the news 
sometimes are given a “boring” 
label. But mathematical facts, 
particularly those that affect 
local taxes, can be interesting 
and sometimes fascinating. 

‘A case in point is the 1993-94 
fiscal year audit released at the 
end of the calendar year by the 

Madison County Transit District 
The district is headed by 
Chairman Nelson Hagnauer and 
General Manager Jerry Kane. 


I ran across the audit while 
doing some editing for the 
Journals over the holidays. (I 
am still retired but helped out 
for several weeks due to a 
temporary staff shortage.) 

Some local institutions date 
back more than a century, but 
the Transit District was not 
formed until 1981. It was created 
under a provision of the 
amended Local Mass Transit 
District Act. 


Over the years, MCTD has 
evolved far from ‘its initial role 
of transmitting funds to the 
Bi-State Development Agency 
‘Transit.System. 

Less and less funds and

‘he district’s auditors are not 
ust ‘‘bean counters.’’ The audits 
ave been broadened to include 
operations, public service goals, 
financial interdependency and 
compliance with regulations as 
well as accountability for funds. 

‘At the end of the year, the 
district had cash and 
interest-bearing accounts 
totaling $4,633,726 and 
certificates of deposit amounting 
to $4,100,000. 

Of this $8,733,726 total, 
$1,400,000 wus insured by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
and much of the other $7,333,726 
was in U.S Treasury notes or in 

bonds pledged as collateral. 
Interest on investments earned 
$326,836. 

‘Under its contract with 
Bi-State for mostly cross-river

Madison County Transit also 
contracts with the Agency for 
Community Transit for 
transportation, administrative

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$3,766,832 ($1,440,575 demand 
response service, $1,926,257 
shuttle service and $400,000 
administrative). The contract 
with ACT runs to June 2000. 

A three-year contract for 
transportation services by 
Mayflower Contract Service 
extends to August 1996. The cost 
in the past year was $431,153 
($171,612 demand respense and 
$259,544 shuttle). 

A 1989 law allows a 
quarter-cent from the state sales 
tax to go to the district for 
reimbursement of eligible 
expenses. A contr: signed 
yearly with ihe Istizc’ 
Department of Transportation. 
yieided $5,058,639 in 1993-94 

The district also applied for 
and received a $25,694 IDOT 
grant reimbursing part of the 
difference between regular fares 
and special fares for students, 

elderly and handicapped 
persons. 


During the year, the district 
agreed with IDOT and the 
Missouri Department of 
Highways and Transportation to 
help increase vehicle occupancy 
and decrease vehicle miles 
traveled in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area.

Prosecutors sent only 12 juve- 
nile offenders to the Department 
of Corrections in 1994, and anoth- 
er four offenders were ordered 
to participate in a 45-day evalua- 
tion. One juvenile was certified 
by the courts to stand trial as an 
adult. 

Prosecutors last year turned 





down 217 felony petition requests: 
by police agencies and 76 by the 
Department of Chil dren and 
Family Services. 

Von Nida said the system 
must be revamped to compete 
with the gafig culture that is 
infiltrating most communities. 

“Minors are getting the wrong: 
message from the court sys- 
tem,” he said. ‘'The system is 
geared toward giving out breaks: 
time and time again. 

“Juveniles are al an impres- 
sionable age, and that's when 
the court system should be 
tough. It should teach them that 
criminal conduct isn’t going to 
cut it. People are fed up.”

‘Armchair economist’ |

Professor studies life’s everyday mysteries

Steven Landsburg fancies himself ‘‘the 
armchair economist,”’ an average guy who 
attempts to shine the light of common sense 
and real-world experience on the mysteries 
of human behavior — specifically economic 
behavior. 

He’s not an average Joe, of course. 
Landsburg has a doctoral degree and is a 
professor of economics at the University of 
Rochester in New York. 

And he’s got a view of economics many 
people may find puzzling, but that most 
economists subscribe to: 

“Consumption and leisure, not 
accumulation and.hard work, are what life is 
really all about,’’ Landsburg wrote in ‘“‘The 
Armchair Economist,” a book of essays 
about economics and everyday life. 

Should Americans work harder and invest 
more to increase industrial production? 
Landsburg’s answer: Only if it makes them 
happier. ? 

ere are a lot of good reasons to learn 
about economics, Landsburg says. The main 
reason, though, is that economics 


for solving mysteries. 

For example, Landsbufg claims seat belts 
and mandatory seat belt laws have resulted 
in more traffic accidents. 

The reason: ‘‘Incentives matter,’’ he says. 

“The threat of being killed in an accident 
is a powerful incentive to drive carefully,” 
Landsburg says. ‘‘But a driver with a seat 
belt faces less of a threat. Because people 
respond to incentives, drivers are less 
careful. The result is more accidents.’’ 

Landsburg also applies economic theory to 
explain: 

* Why banks have marble floors and other 
expensive appointments. ‘These signs of 
permanence are necessary to attract 
customers to a business whose quality isn’t 
immediately apparent, he says. 

* How recycling actually reduces the 
number of trees. Timber companies 
maintain forests from which they harvest 
trees; with reduced demand for virgin 
paper, timber companies maintain smaller 
forests, he says. 

* Why popcorn costs so much at movie 
theaters. The answer is price discrimination. 
Landsburg claims theater tickets are priced 
low enough to attract people who otherwise 


would walk away. So think of the price of 
popcorn as a way to extract more money 
from movie lovers. 

Landsburg also uses economics to explain 
international trade, which he calls the lowa 
car crop. : 

“There are two technologies for producing 
automobiles in America,” he says. ‘One is 
to manufacture them in Detroit, and the 
other is to grow them in Iowa. ; 

“First you plant the seeds, which are the 
raw material from which automobiles are 
constructed,” he says. ‘You wait a few 
months until wheat appears. Then you 
harvest the wheat, load it onto ships and sail 
the ships into the Pacific Ocean. After a few 
months; tHe ships reappéar with Toyotas in 
them.” 


Landsburg hasn't solved all of life’s 
mysteries, economic and otherwise. 


“J am not sure why people give each other 
store-bought gifts instead of cash, which is 
never the wrong size or color,” he says. 

That’s one of the mysteries of human 
behavior he continues to examine from his 
armchair.
